E Ohio Congressman Explains 


Why Fair Sex Is En- 
itled to Representation 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
19.—In- 


crease of the membership of tie civ- 
il service commission from three to 
five, of whom'two shall be women, 
is provided in a bill whjch was in- 
troduced by Representative Simeon 
D. Fess of Ohio, chairman of the Na- 
tional Republican congressional com- 
mittee. Fess gave out the following 
statement: 


"I nave proposed this amendment, 


not only to recognize the 
proper 


claims of women in the civil serrice, 
tut more especially to improve that 
service. Women are more and more 
entering the service of the govern- 
ment. Recently the 
civil 
service 


commission stated that since the war 
the proportion, of women in tihe ser- 
Mce here in Washington has greatly 
increased until it has reached about 
two-thirds of the entire service. 


"Women are more and more mak- 


ing tiheir way into scientific and tech- 
nical fields and entering pursuits re- 
quiring a high degree of executive an 
administrative ability, 
commanding 


superior salaries. •> We have a federal 
Uw requiring for her the snae pay 
o£ men for same character of work. 
Both in the federal as well as state 
civil service, sex, except in specific 
;ases is not a discriminative reqnire- 
_aent. True there are 
classes of 


sen ice wliidh must be limited to men 
as there are classes that inast be lim- 
ited to women. 
Much of the train- 


ing in schools of all grades for the 
mil service is conducted by women. 
This is increasingly so. 


"Quite naturally those who train 


are egually if not better equipped to 
conduct the examination for service 
than those heretofore chosen, limit- 
ed of males. 
I know of no objection 


to requiring the representation of 
women on the federal 
commission, 


vhile many arguments demand it. 
This recognition should first start jn 
the federal government, and it will 
be followed, as it should be, by all 
the states. Investigations show wide 
discrimination in some of the states 
which should be 
corrected. This 


amendment should lead to the adop- 
tion of a plan by which all boards 
nhere the interest of women are in- 
volved will include representation of 
T\omen in proper proportion to men."

Of the big issue of the hour the Kansas -writer offers tl,iis 
classic analysis: "The League of Nations covenant is only ?tf per 
cent perfect; sometimes I think it is much less than that, but it i; 
the big thing of the Peace Conference, the most significant thing 
west of the Ganges since the crucifixion, and it is all Wilson's work. 
Jf it were only 10 per cent perfect it would still be a step in the rigln 
direction." And that is the view of all broad-visioucd Americans.
